W hen one travels on the great high­ 
w ays o f th e nation, guide boards are 
sought anxiously 
in order th a t we 
m ay keep going in the right direc­ 
tion. 
How fine it is to have guide 
boards directing you 
through

cities w ith little loss o f time. 
W e need sim ilar guide boards 
to 
d irect us sa fely through the heavy 
traffic and the large crowds we find 
on the pathw ays o f life. 
A guide 
board generally gives tw o directions, 
to and from points, either to the road 
th a t w ill steer us clear of all tem p­ 
tation s, or to the road that leads 
to the cities o f tem ptation. 


Young people in C. E . are fully

highw ay leading to sin, perhaps we 
realize it 
more 
than our 
elders. 
E veryw here we look we see the world 
at the business o f “having a 
good 
tim e,”

In the first Psalm , which we choose 
at this tim e to call the Guide Board 
P salm , the first direction given is to 
the road that steers us clear of the 
places w here tem ptation may be lurk­ 
ing.

knows that mere human strength is

tem ptation,

therefore he avoids as far as he pos­ 
sibly can, form ing of

associa­ 
tions, or goin g to places where he 
w ill be tem pted. 


The other direction given is the one 
th at leads directly into the places of 
sin and tem ptation. 
Here you w ill 
find th at backboneless 
creatures who 
follow s the crowd, no m atter where 
they are going. 
No one can go in­ 
to the realm s o f 
“jazz,” “ speed,” 
“dance,” and “habit,” and come aw ay 
unscarred w ithout a 
Pow er 
beyond 
and 
stronger than him self. 
Some 
one has said “The younger you are 
burned, the longer you w ill carry the 
scar.” 


Som e people deliberately walk into 
sin to see what effects it will have up­ 
on, them but they soon become inm ates 
o f H ouses for Correction. 
Only the 
riches o f grace and the strength o f 
Our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 
keeps us from 
becom ing hopelessly 
and helplessly lost in sin. 
“The his­ 
tory o f all our fa llin g into the pow ­ 
er o f sin is the history of refusing 
to trust Him for victory, taking the 
m atter into our 
hands, 
and 
then 
fighting a losing fight." 
The voice 
o f conscience 
is 
not to 
he confused as the voice of God. 
It 
is the voice o f the moral self which 
som etim es is in direct opposition to 
God, but with the aid of the Word 
o f God and sincere prayer, it should 
be our infallible guide.

U nless the precipitation is som ewhat 
evenly div ded over the m onths o f the 
year, however, the total rainfall m eans 
little. 
It was the uneven distribution 
during the past year which caused the 
severe drought here. 
The rainfall in 1922 by m onths is as - 
follow s: 
January, 
2.04; 
February, 
1.91; March, 5.05; A pril, 1.79; May, 
3.91; June, 4.96; July, 6.25; A u g u st,, 
2.18; Septem ber, 1.35; October, 2.85; j 
Novem ber, .57; D ecem ber, 2.91 inches. ! 
Thus it can be seen that the great- j 
est amount of precipitation occurred i 
during March and July, with 5 and 6 
inches respectively, w hile during N o­ 
vem ber only a little over half an inch 
o f rain fell. 
In no m onth of the year, j 
after July, w as the m oisture that fell 
equal to the average. 
More than one inch of rain, or snow 
translated into rain, has fallen dur­ 
ing the first five days of this month, 
which leads to the belief that drought 
conditions w ill no longer obtain in 
this county when the ground thaw s ! 
in the spring.

One great fact must be re­ 
membered by those who have 
made the decision to advertise.

His 
efforts are neded more than 
ever to support the advertising 
and put it across. 
His reward 
is larger sales. 
Likewise, the merchant who 
chooses the advertised brands 
because they are “soft and 
easy” selling, has overlooked 
the essential idea. 
Certainly 
they sell easier; but this is not 
tile big important truth. Rath­ 
er, he should see that the manu­ 
facturer’s advertising is an in­ 


strument put into his hands for 
increasing his 
volume 
and 
speeding up his turnover. Look­ 
ing at the matter in this light. 
he will bend every effort to co­ 
operate with 
the advertising 
and seek to make it pay him ad­ 
ditional profits. 
Advertising is not a form of 
perpetual motion that goes on 
forever without human assist­ 
ance. The biggest problem any 
man has to settle after he has 
determined to advertise, and de­ 
cided how to advertise, is this: 
How can I use my advertising 
so as to get the most out of it? 
Without close-linked coopera­ 
tion it dissipates its force into 
air. 
It must be hitched on to a 
business 
property. 
Then it 
must be utilized with intel­ 
ligence. 
When these condi­ 
tions are fiddled it does a type 
of work for which there is no 
efficient substitute.
